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Summer heat ts here to stay 


90 degree temperatures mark start of another long, hot season

Metro East residents got an 
early start on the summer 
heat over the weekend when 
temperatures soared into the 
90s. 

Two weather patterns came 

together 


METRO E. in the 
area to 
make it 


unusually warm for June. 
Dale Bechtold, lead forecaster 


with the National Weather 
Service in St. Louis, said the 
hot air is the result of warm 
surface temperatures coming 
from the south, and high pres- 
sure built in the upper atmos- 
phere that tends to keep 
clouds at bay. 

The official highs were 92 
degrees Saturday and 95 
degrees Sunday 

“By midweek we should 
start to get into more of a 
weak front that should bring in 

” Bechtold said. “That 
will cause some cloudiness 


and trigger lower tempera- 
tures.” 

He said winds of 10 to 15 
mph from the southwest are 
Keeping the records at bay for 
now. 

“If the winds were just a lit- 
tle bit slower, say 7 to 8 mph 
as opposed to 10, we could set 
new records. But as it is, I 
think the records for early 
June are pretty safe,” he said. 

Bechtold said the record 
temperature for June 9 was 
set in 1953 when it climbed to 
99 degrees. 


Overall, Bechtold said, it is 
expected that the Metro East 
will have a slightly cooler 
summer than usual. 

“Right now, we’re bucking 
the trend. We've projected 
that the average temperatures 
will be a little bit lower than 
normal for the rest of the year 
by a couple of degrees. We 
still expect that,” he said. 

He said that for the early 
part of this week, tempera- 
tures on average were 10

From now on, residents 
who violate ordinances will be 
assessed fines from an admin- 
istrative law judge as part of 
Granite City’s newly imple- 
mented Municipal Court 
Hearing System. Before, cir-

The hearing system went 
into effect May 17, and so far 
about 35 cases have been 
heard by attorney Scott 
Griffith, who is the judge.

The new system does not 
allow Griffith to assess fines 
for moving violations, which 
remain under the jurisdiction

Davis gets 20 years in ~ 
molestation case

Gary Davis stared down at 
the table and shook his head 
as the prosecutor read 
testimony on six of the 20 
charges to which Davis 
agreed to plead guilty. 

Madison County Associate 
Judge James Hackett asked 
Davis how he would plead to 
each of the charges. Each 
time, Davis, wearing blue 
shorts and a white T-shirt, 
quietly responded, ‘‘Guilty.’” 

Hackett gave Davis 
20-year concurrent sentences 
on five charges of predatory 
criminal sexual assault with 
a child, and 15 years 
concurrent on one charge of 
child pornography. Those 
sentences, however, are to 
run consecutive to the 
20-year sentence Davis 
received Friday in a similar 
St. Clair County case. 

As part of the plea 
bargain, Davis avoids a trial 
and with ‘‘good behavior,” 
he could be out of jail in 20 
years. Davis is 35.

The good news is that 
property tax bills will be 
mailed on a timely basis to 
Madison County residents this 
month. 

The 


bad news 

is that 
Alton may be one of two 
townships in the county to see 
a slight increase on those tax 
bills. 

However, Kerry. Miller, 
chairman of Madison County’s 
Board of Review, said there’s 
no reason for Alton residents 
to fear a property tax increase 
yet. : 

“People are saying their 
taxes are going up before the 
bills go out. You can’t 
calculate what you owe until 
the rates are certified by the 
county clerk. Nobody can sa: 
their tax bill is going up until 
they know what the tax rate 
is,’’ Miller said. 

Property tax assessments 
went smoothly throughout the 
county, which received a total 
multiplier of ‘‘one.’’ Only two 
communities had negative 
assessments, which means that 
the township assessor 
overvalued pro ies. They 
were Alton and Venice. 

“‘Venice’s problem is that 
they had a power plant 
reassessed and lost quite a bit 
of value on that. The school 
district was out a couple 
hundred thousand dollars,”’

Only Alton, Venice expect negative multipliers i 


said County Clerk Mark Von 
Nida. 

Alton, on the other hand, 
was one of several townships 
— along with Godfrey, 
Fosterburg, Moro, Olive, New 
Douglas and Omphghent — 
that was in the four-year 
reassessment cycle this past 
year. The county is divided 
into four sections, with each 
section being reassessed once 
every four years. 

“One of the reasons Alton 
got a negative multiplier was 
the amount of increase due to 
the reassessment. It doesn’t 
necessarily mean the assessor 
is doing a bad job,’’ Miller 
said 

Von Nida added, ‘‘Being an 
assessor is a tough job. 
Everybody wants their 
properties to be worth more 

when they go to sell it, but 
they want the property to be 
worth less when it’s assessed 
for taxes.”’ 

Von Nida said it’s human 
nature that township assessors, 
who are elected officers, want 
to please several interested 
parties. Property owners want 
to be happy with their 
assessments and officials don't 
want to have trouble raising 
funds because of low 
assessments for items like 
water, schools and sewers. 

Miller said an entirely 
separate statistic from the 
qnulsiplier: is used by his office 
to tell whether township 

assessors are doing quality 
property valuations.

the Alton City Council raised 
the levy and increased 
spending this past year, Miller 
added 

**They have public hearings 
on these and nobody ever 
shows up. (The tax bills) will 
be no different than in any 
other year,’’ Miller added. 

The volume of complaints 
over property tax assessments 
was about the same as it 
typically has been in other 
recent years. The average is 
between 1,100 and 1,200 
countywide, he said. 

With complaints, Miller's 
board either reviews the 
evidence and sides with the 
property owner or holds a 

hearing to either accept or 
reject an adjustment request. 

eanwhile, officials earlier 
had feared that the tax bills 
wouldn’t be mailed until 
mid-July, which could have 
forced some taxing bodies to 
rely on borrowing to pay their 
bills and payroll. 

The bills are slated for 
mailing between Monday and 
June 17, which is about 50 days 
after the Board ‘of Review 
adjourned on April 23. Over 
the past 10 years, Miller said 
the average is for the bills to 
be mailed between 54 and 74 
days after the board adjourns. 

“We target June 1 as our 
mailing date every year. That 
window moves back and forth 

as we go along. At one point in 
the process, (the county) is 
completely out of the loop 
during the turnaround period.”

The village filed suit last 
December against the owners 
for several alleged zoning 
violations 

The property is owned by a 
family trust made up of 
Richard Taylor, who lives on 
the site, and a brother and 
sister, James Taylor of 
Granite City and Donna 
Harper of Pontoon Beach. 

‘The family’s attorney, 
Dennis Orsey of Glen Carbon, 
said there should be no 
problem complying with the 
order. 

“Tt was discussed with them, 
and they agreed to the terms,” 
he said. 

The judge specified that 
“debris’’ would include motor 
vehicle parts, nonoutdoor 
furniture, carpeting, couches, 
lounge chairs, barrels, drums, 
tanks, pallets, farm 
implements and tractors. 

The site is in a single-family 
residential district, which 
prohibits the eperanicn ofa 
salvage or junkyard business. 

While the judge backed some 
of the village’s requests, he 
also dismissed several others, 
including requests to restrain 
the property owners from 
excavating on the site or from 
renting the property 


Some of the dismissed counts 
had to do with allegations that 
the owners were not in 
compliance with the village’s 
soil erosion ordinance. Bono 
determined the ordinance only 
applied to situations where 
people were grading land 
pursuant to building a 
subdivision.

ut aggressiveness for the 
53-year-old Conner — who 
may never reach the stature 
of Belleville-born golfers 
Bob Goalby and nephew Jay 
Haas — but is an 
outstanding athlete in his 
own right. 

A Belleville Township 
High graduate — like 
Goalby and the Haas 
brothers (Jay and Jerry) — 
Conner was first a tennis 
player and his high school 
coach Wally Rauth can 
vividly recall. how close i 
Frank came to a state tennis 
title in 1963.

Edwardsville improved to 32-6 and was 
scheduled to play Belleville East (33-3) for 
the sectional championship Monday afternoon. 
East advanced with a 10-8 victory against 
Belleville Althoff 

Mount Vernon closed its season at 28-9. 

“We knew these guys were going to be 
good,” Bernard said. ‘‘We knew they were 
going to swing the bats well. We just didn’t 
Pitch as well as we normally do, but I think 
you have to give (Edwardsville) a lot of 
credit for that. We got a lot of pitches up, and 
boy when we did, they hit them pretty hard....

After Mount.Vernon got to Tigers ace Nick 
Seibert for an unearned run in the second 
inning, Edwardsville answered immediately, 
with the bottom half of the order triggering 
the uprising. 


Leadoff singles from Matt Turner and Ryan 
Peterson preceded Travis Riggs’ RBI single 
off the glove of Rams shortstop Mike 
Hudgens, drawn in for a possible play at the 
plate. An RBI single by Beau Moody and a 
walk to Todd Spitze loaded the bases for 
Honegger, who unloaded a grand slam over 
the wall in left to knock out Rams starter 
Kent Williams. 

Williams, a first-team all-state basketball 


player who came in with a 7-2 record and a 
1.17 ERA, was roughed up for six runs on six 
hits in one inning. 


Lance Johnston, the Rams’ winningest 
pitcher with an 8-2 record and 1.55 ERA, 
relieved Williams and pitched the final five 
innings, allowing. four runs on six hits. 

“It was a real tough decision,’”’ Bernard 
said of starting Williams over Johnston. ‘‘And 
looking back, it must not have been the best 
decision either. But the two guys we threw 
today are good pitchers.” 


Mount Vernon closed within 6-3 with two 
runs in the third, but the Tigers re-established 
control in the fifth when Matt Bogle launched 
a three-run homer off Johnston. Bogle, who 
has a school-record 11 homers, drove in his 
fourth run of the game with a double in the 
fifth to run his season’s RBI total to 52. 


Honegeer, Bogle, Turner and Moody each 
had two hits for the Tigers, and Moody added 
a couple of stellar catches in left field to help 
Seibert run his record to 13-1 


‘‘Beau made a couple nice plays,”’

The 1950s 
excavations recovered a num- 
ber of exotic and high status 
artifacts, and this new project 
should place those old findings 
in a more precise context and 
show how this mound reflects 
changes in Cahokia society in 
1200 A.D.

BRANCH 155 LETTER CARRIERS TAKE CASE TO PUBLIC 
IN CONTRACT STALEMATE WITH POSTAL SERVICE 


NALC Members Engage In Informational Picketing 
Across Nation; 
Union Seeks To Raise Awareness of Issues In Impasse 


Members of the National Association of Letter Carriers (NALC) in Branch 155 set up informational 
picket lines today outside local Post Offices to alert the public to the reasons behind a breakdown in 
contract talks with the United States Postal Service. 

The picketing was part of a nationwide demonstration in hundreds of U.S. cities and towns in 
advance of a crucial arbitration that will determine a new national agreement for 244,000 city delivery 
letter carriers. 3 : 

“Automation has allowed the Postal Service to flourish in the 90’s, with more than $5 billion in 
profits during the past four years,” said branch 155 letter carriers’ union president John Huff “The job of 
ietter carriers has gotten tougher. We want a fair contract that provides a substantial pay increase to 
compensate us for that harder work.” 

NALC supported the Postal Service’s modernization program, launched in the early 90s - which has 
invelved widespread introduction of automation and computers into postal operations - despite know- 
ing it would make carriers’ jobs harder. The union did so to help the Postal Service in its competition with 
private carriers, and the modernization effort has proven extremely successful. 

“The Postal Service is in its best financial shape ever - and the speed and efficiency of mail delivery 
s setting records - thanks to our members,” said NALC President Vincent R. Sombrotto. “But when it 
comes time to recognize the value of the additional burdens borne by letter carriers to enable the Postal 
Service to achieve these goals, the Postal Service has stonewalled. 

“We want the American people to understand that all we are seeking is a fair contract - and the 
only reason we are picketing is because the Postal Service refuses to offer us one,” Sombrotto contin- 
ved. “That’s what’s at stake here, for our members - and for the people who trust and depend on us, 
every day.” 

Postmaster General William J. Henderson noted in the Postal Service’s 1998 Annual Report. that. - 
“our service performance is outstanding, and: customer satisfaction is at an all-time high.” The 

Postmaster General cited the Service’s “‘using technology to lower costs and improve service” as a key 
reason for progress in its performance and its financial prospects. 

NALC members have been working without a new contract since November 20, 1998, when a four- 
year pact with the Postal Service ended. Negotiations on a new contract broke down. In February, 
NALC and the Postal Service agreed to mediation, which also failed. Since postal employees are not 
permitted to go on strike, the impasse will be resolved by binding arbitration. In the meantime, terms of 
the old contract remain in effect. 

in the negotiations, NALC sought another four-year contract, with annual wage increases and cost- 
of-living allowances. NALC also seeks to have its members moved up from Level 5 of the Postal pay 
grade system (which has a salary range of $27-37,000) to Level 6 (where pay scales are an average 
of 3% higher). 

The Postal Service has categorically refused to budge on any of these issues. Meanwhile, the Postal 
Service reported revenue of $60.1 billion, its highest ever, in 1998, and amassed $5 billion in profits 
over the past four years - the best sustained financial performance in its 27-year history. 

As a result of automation, mail at U.S. post offices is now sorted faster, and delivery has been 
speeded up to American homes and businesses. At the same time, letter carriers’ workdays have been 
drastically altered. The average letter carrier now spends 5.5 hours (about 70%) of every workday on 
the street, regardless of extreme weather conditions or other potential hazards, compared to approxi- 

mately 4 hours (about 50%) of each workday prior to automation. Last year, letter carriers collectively 
walked 500 million miles delivering the mail. 

In addition, due to the growth of buying on-line, catalog shopping and mass- mailing solicitations, 
letter carriers’ loads have become significantly heavier. The resulting increase in packages, catalogues, 
direct mail, and business-to-business correspondence has meant:

Many St. Louis metropolitan 
residents may not have noticed 
the change, but since May 1 
several area gas stations have 
been carrying reformulated 
gasoline. 

As of June 1, all gas stations 
within St. Louis City and 
County, St. Charles, Jefferson 
and Franklin counties were 
required to carry the 
reformulated fuel. 

The altered gasoline is the 
latest step in a regional 
campaign to reduce 
hydrocarbon emissions. By 
reducing the amount of 
hydrocarbon emissions, state 
officials hope to decrease the 
smog that plagues 
metropolitan St. Louis on hot 
summer days. 

By chemically altering 
ordinary gasoline, chemists 
have been able to increase the 
amount of oxygen in regular 
gasoline, allowing the new 
mixture to burn hotter than

before. 

The reformulated fuel also 
evaporates cleanly — and that 
is how it will have the greatest 
effect on cleaning the St. Louis 
air. 


Mike Hecht, senior service 
specialist with the AAA Auto 
Club of Missouri, said 
accidental release of 
hydrocarbons during refueling 
is a leading factor in pollution. 

Rod Foust of Hazelwood said 
he approves of the gasoline 
change as Jong as the 
reformulated fuel doesn’t 
hinder the performance of his 
vehicle. 

“As long as it doesn’t affect 
my car, I think it’s fine,’’ 
Foust said 

Hecht said the reformulated 
fuel shouldn’t interfere too 
much with the performance of 
vehicles.

Fruits not only come in 
all shapes, sizes and col- 
ors, but they vary in nutri- 


ents. Citrus fruits contain

C. Cantaloupe, papaya and 
apricots are high in vita- 
min A, 

Fruits also contain sub- 
stances called phytochemi- 
cals, which may protect 
the body against chronic 
illnesses, such as cancer 
and heart disease. Many 
phytochemicals also con- 
tain antioxidant properties 
which are believed to help 
stop damage to cells and 
prevent cancer growth. 

To reap the health bene- 
fits from all the different 
nutrients, it is smart to eat 
a variety of fruits.

Beer 
muffins

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Timber owners need to think carefully before selling 


Timber growing in the woods 
is like money in the bank. But 
for many pen selling the 
timber pul em at the mercy 
of others. Potential buyers 
may know more about the 
timber than the landowners 
themselves. 

The result: landowners may 
suffer a financial loss, leaving 
them sour on the idea of 
selling timber again in the 
future, according to Mike 
Bolin, University of Illinois 
Extension forester. 

Therefore, before jumping 
into a timber sale, Bolin said 
to consider the following 
points: 


Be sure a timber harvest fits 
your forest management plan. 
Improper harvesting of trees 
can have serious implications 
on the future health and vigor 
of your woodland, so it is 
important to have a forest 
management plan. This plan 
identifies those trees that are 
mature and ready for harvest 
and those that should be left 
for future harvests. 

If you receive an unsolicited 
bid on your timber and you 
are not sure if it’s the right 
choice for your woodland, seek 


you think you have a gambling problem, call | 


assistance from a professional 
forester. Giving someone with 
a chain saw free license to 
your woods can result in 
damage to its productivity that 
can take deca to overcome, 
Bolin explained. 


Don’t be pressured or get in 
a hurry. If a timber buyer 
expresses unsolicited interest 
in your timber, you can 
assume the timber has value. 
So don’t give in to 
high-pressure techniques or 
insinuations that the buyer will 
only be working in the area for 
a short time, cautioned Bolin. 

Take the time to have a 
professional forester evaluate 
your timber and the buyer’s 
offer. 


Know what you have to sell. 
Can you identify the trees in 
your woodland? Do you know 
how to measure them to 
determine their board foot 
volume? Can you identify trees 
that are ready for harvest? Do 
you know how to determine 
what types of products can be 
cut from these trees? Are you 
familiar with the markets for 
timber in your area? 

If your answer is ‘‘no’’ to 


most of these questions, you’re 
at a real disadvantage when 
it’s time to evaluate offers 
made on your timber, said 
Bolin. Seek help from either a 
consulting forester or a district 
forester from the Illinois 
Department of Natural 
Resources. 

The district forester can 
provide limited timber sales 
assistance — taking an 
inventory of your woodland, 
marking the trees for sale and 
providing a list of licensed 
timber buyers. A list of recent 
prices for timber throughout 
Illinois is available from your 
district forester, the Division 
of Forest Resources office in 
Springfield, or your local 
Cooperative Extension Service 
office. 


While there is a fee for the 
services of a consulting 
forester, the expertise they 
provide in merchandising your 
timber frequently offsets the 
fee and, Bolin added, can put 
money in your pocket. In 
addition to providing the same 
help as a district forester, a 
consulting forester can 
determine fair market value of 
your trees, recommended

buyers or loggers, solicit bids, 
conduct the sale for you and 
act as your agent during 
harvest. Some will also help 
you with income tax 
preparation as it relates to the 
timber sale. 

If you elect to hire a 
consulting forester, ask for 
references and check with 
other landowners to verify 
their satisfaction with the 
forester’s assistance. The 
Illinois Division of Forest 
Resources maintains a list of 
consulting foresters practicing 
in Illinois. Their address is 600 
N. Grand Ave. West, 
Springfield, IL 62706. The 
telephone number is (217) 
782-2361. 


Consider your tax liability. 
timber sale can generate a 
sizable income. Would this 
possibly affect your income 
tax bracket? If a timber sale 
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would put a tax burden on you 
in the present tax year, 
consider selling part of your 
timber now and the remainder 
in the next tax year. However, 
you might not receive as high 
a price for your timber if you 
choose to do this. 


Know the Process. 
Knowledge is power, so they 
say. But when it comes to 
sel ig your timber, knowledge 
may also be profit. 

Owning a woodland with 
valuable timber can be a 
meaningful investment for 
your future. But, when the 
time comes to sell that timber, 
you may not know how to go 
about JE pro erly. By being an 
informed seller, you can 
ensure your rights, understand 
your responsibilities and 
maximize your opportunity for 
profit, said Mike Bolin, 
forester with the University of 
Illinois Cooperative Extension 
Service. 


According to Bolin, the 
following steps take you 
through the selling process. 

1. Advertise your 
solicit bids. To receive a 
competitive price, advertise 
the sale and prepare and mail 
a bid announcement to 
potential buyers. The bid 
announcement should include: 

— the timber owner’s name, 
address and phone number; 

— a legal description of the 
property and a map showing 
directions to the property; 

— a listing of the timber for 
sale by board foot volume and 
by each species; 

— the type of sale (sealed 
bid, auction) ; 

— aclosing date for bids; 

— the time period allotted 
for buyers to inspect the 
timber and whether prior 
permission is needed (six 
weeks prior to the sale date is 
an acceptable time limit), 

— the location, date and 
starting time of the sale; 

— if any bid dep is 
required with the bid; 

— how full payment is to be 
made; 

— and where a copy of the 
sale contract can be reviewed. 

It is important to include 
this statement: ‘‘The owner 
reserves the right to refuse 
any and all bids.’’ Without it, 
Bolin cautioned, you may be 
forced to sell to someone with 
whom you don’t want to deal. 

Solicit as many bids as 
possible, he added,- for 
competition generally brings a 
more equitable price. To 
legally buy timber in Illinois, a 
buyer must possess a current, 
valid license obtained through 
the Illinois Department of 
Natural Resources’ Division of 
Forest Resources. A list of 
these buyers is available 
through the Division of Forest 
Resources or your local 
district forester. 


2. Administrate the sale day. 
Start the sale on time. Open 
the bids and read them aloud 
so buyers present will know 


what their competitors bid. 

If the offered price and 
buyer are agreeable to you, 
and you’ve consulted with your 
forester or legal adviser, 
announce the successful buyer 
to those present. 

If none of the offers are 
acceptable to you, announce 
that you refuse all bids. If a 
deposit was required, 
immediately return the 
deposits to unsuccessful buyers 
present. Mail the other 
deposits right after the sale 
concludes. 


3. Negotiate the timber sale 
contract. You don’t want an 
oral or handshake agreement. 
A written contract serves your 
best interest. 

Everything in the contract is 
negotiable and should be 
spelled out. Make sure the 
contract protects both you and 
the buyer. Remember, the 
more restrictions you place on 
the timber buyer (and 
ultimately the logger), the 
fewer buyers will be 
interested 

Do not enter into a timber 
deed arrangement, which is 
when the timber is deeded 
over to the buyer to dispose of 
as he or she sees fit, Bolin 
warned. This is seldom in your 
best interest. 


4. Receive compensation 
prior to harvest. There are 
many horror stories to be 
shared, Bolin said, but suffice 
it to say that it is good 
business to receive payment in 
full prior to any trees being 
harvested. 


5. Submit the 4 percent 
harvest fee. This harvest fe 
required on any timber sold 
Illinois, is paid by the seller. 
The harvest fee is 4 percent of 
the selling price negotiated by 
the buyer and seller. The 
buyer must process the 
paperwork and submit the 
harvest fee to the LDN 
Division of Forest Resources 
in a timely manner. 

This revenue funds the 
costshare payments made to 
forest landowners enrolled in 
the Illinois Forestry 
Development Act. 


6. Inspect the harvesting 
operation. Your (or your 
forester’s) responsibility does 
not end when the contract is 
signed and you receive 
payment, according to Bolin. 
Periodic inspection of the 
harvest is necessary to ensure 
the contract is being upheld. 


All offers should be made by 
sealed bid that will not be 
opened until the sale day. That 
way, buyers will know to make 
their highest bid because 
there’s no opportunity to 
change it.

Trapped hot summer air 
must be vented from attic 


Air trapped in your attic can 
reach temperatures of 180 
degrees or more during the 
summer. 

When this hot air is vented 
from the attic, it can make the 
whole house feel cooler. 

‘Trapped hot air in an 
unventilated or improperly 
ventilated attic will defeat the 
best efforts of air conditioning, 
insulation and shade trees to 
help keep a home cooler in 
summer. 

Hot air accumulates in the 
attic as heated air rises from 
the home's living area and the 
sun superheats the roof. A . 
poorly ventilated attic will trap 
warm air in a home, and that 
will dramatically reduce the 
comfort level. 

Using power ventilation to 
remove excessive heat buildup 
is unnecessary and may be 
complicated. A passive 
ventilation system using ridge 
vents, soffit vents and attic 
ventilation channels is an 
effective, economical option 
for removing the hot air in 
your attic. 


Install continuous ridge 
venting along the peak of the 
home. This is where the hot 
air is exhausted from the attic. 
The ridge vent should be 
durable and weather-resistant. 
If it’s impractical to install 
ridge vents, several traditional 
roof vents (vent louvers) 
should be installed as near the 
ridge as ‘ible. 

Install continuous soffit 
ventilation strips under the 
eaves. The soffit vents allow 
feesh; cooler air to enter the 
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attic. Because air will be 
drawn in the soffit vents, make 
sure they have a fine screen 
mesh to prevent insects from 
entering. 

Soffit vents should be made 
of aluminum or plastic to 
prevent rusting. 


From inside the attic, install 
attic ventilation channels 
between the rafters to 
maintain an unobstructed air 
channel over the insulation. 
Without these ventilation 
channels, a good flow of air up 
and out the ridge vent won’t 
occur. 

‘These vents also prevent 
windblown insulation from 
plugging or blocking the 
airflow from the soffits. 
Ventilation channels 
traditionally have been made 
of cardboard or bead-board 
foam, but are being replaced 
by rigid plastic ones that are 
more durable and easier to 
install. 


Since the energy crisis in the 
1970s, attic ventilation 
practices have Ap ‘essed in 
most areas of the United 
States-to include all three 
ventilation components. 

Attic ventilation isn’t only a 
consideration for summer 
cooling. It is vital in winter, 
reducing the accumulation of 
moisture in the rafters and 
insulation, a problem that can 
cause wood rot and lowered 
insulator efficiencies.
